Aids Ranching 


In This Area 


“ Ranching 
the conservation 
way 
should 
be 
the 
norm al 
method 
of 
ranching, 
if 
the 
rancher is going to stay in bus­ 
iness.'” At, least, that is the way 
Jjohn B rothers of Postoak who 
receied the 1954 award as O ut­ 
standing R ancher in Zone No. 
3 of the Upper W set Fork Soil 
Conservation D istrict looks 
at 
it. 


B rothers has been practicing 
soil conservation on his 3,000 
acres since 1947, when he be­ 
came a district cooperator. He 
was one of the first cooperators 
to practice deferred grazing and 
when he found it paid off 
in 
improved grass production, he 
made it a regular practice in 
his Soil Conservation program . 
Other practices that John has 
adopted as a part of his plan 
a r e 
brush 
control, 
rotation 
grazing, proper use of 
range 
grasses, and stock w ater devel­ 
opment. B rothers is also a firm 
believer in the use of cropland 
for supplem ental grazing. 
He 
uses principally oats and vetch, 
which he fertilizes at planting 
tim e with superphosphate. 
He 
has one field of IOO acres th at 
he originally planned to reseed 
to native grass. On advice 
of 
the Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
technicians, 
he 
planted 
this 
field to oats and vetch. It sup­ 
plied 90 cows and calves 
with 
high quality grazing for a per­ 
iod of nearly six months. Bro­ 
thers liked the results so well 
he decided to keep the field in 
cultivation. If he dfd that, th e 
field needed terracing. He did 
not have any place to outlet the 
terrace w ater safely. So he laid 
out a 
waterw ay, seeded it 
to 
King 
Ranch 
Bluestem, a n d 
when 
it 
was 
covered 
with 
enough grass to safely run wa­ 
te r over, he built terraces. He 
has retch and oats on the field 
this season. This is 
the 
fifth 
tim e he has had vetch on this 
field, and he says it has 
Im­ 
proved the 
physical 
condition 
of his soil, and helped 
to 
in­ 
crease yields. 


R ecently, B rothers has begun 
the control of brush on his pas­ 
ture land. He plans to eventu­ 
ally get all the brush under con­ 
trol on all his pastures. He used 
the method of chaining it down 
and following with goats to kill 
the sprouts. He also finds de­ 
velopm ent of w atering 
places 
helpful in m anaging the grazing 
on bis pastures. 
He has been 


active as a conservation leader 
in his neighborhood, participat­ 
ing in group tours and other 
meetings to fu rth er Soli* Conser­ 
vation work in his 
neighbor­ 
hood, 
Brothers saye, “The ‘Conser­ 
vation way’ of ranching 
pays 
off in more grass and incre&Aed 
yields. I still have lots to do to 
get my place up to 
where 
I 
w ant it, but I have 
gone 
far 
enough to see th a t it pays rather 
than costs.”

A current example is attempt 
to hold hearings of major oil 
and gasoline marketing practices 
behind closed doors.

Victories of the Spirit 
There have been victories of 
the spirit, too, which can hardly 
be explained unless you can see 
God in the picture. When John 
Woolman was born, slavery was 
taken for granted everywhere in 
the civilized world. You would not 
have thought Mr. Woolman could 
make a dent in so well-established 
a custom. He had no money, no 
prestige, not much education. But 
the Lord laid on his soul a bur­ 
den, and he went from one Quak­ 
er meeting to another, sharing his 
burden of concern for slaves; and 
out of his one-man crusade came 
the Quaker opposition to slavery 
and the gradual awakening of the 
Christian conscience everywhere. 
So. nearer our times, when Walter 
Rauschenbusch was a boy, relig­ 
ion was generally supposed to 
have to do only with a m an's soul, 
not with his business or his poli­ 
tics or anything outside his church 
and home. Rauschenbusch becam e 
a new sort of prophet—attacked, 
of course, as prophets are; but 
what seemed to be heresy in his 
day 
is 
preached 
today 
in 
all 
churches, that the Christian re­ 
ligion 
is concerned with every 
side and every interest and re­ 
lationship of life, public and pri­ 
vate too. 


Not the Lory 
It is a serious m istake to sup­ 
pose that God always rewards the 
weak, or that he will do for us 
what we are expected to do our­ 
selves. 
The 
story 
of Hezekiah 
brings this out. He felt, and the 
whole country felt, that God had 
saved them In their time of need; i 
and this was true. But it should 
be noted that Hesekiah, faced with 
invasion, took intelligent (and ex­ 
pensive, m easures for defense. He 
secured a reliable w ater supply 
for use in case of siege, he di­ 
verted w ater away from the places 
where the besieging arm y was 
sure to be. He built up the army. 
he m anufactured new equipm ent 
If he had rad ar screens he would 
have used them.

For the past four years a great 
many people in Parker County 
have contacted me in regard tc 
local game laws. Some want the 
dove season closed; others the 
quail season; and still others the 
deer season. The time for these 
closed periods varies from five to 
ten years to being closed per­ 
manently. I have sincerely tried 
to determine what the m ajority 
of opinion would be in regard to 
this m atter. 
I have talked with a large 
number of people in Wise Coun­ 
ty in regard to the game and fish 
law’s and have had many requests 
to change the various fishing 
and netting laws. It is im portant 
to me to determ ine what the ma­ 
jority of the people desire in this 
county. 
On April 26th 
I 
introduced 
House Bill #907 which would 
add Parker and Wise counties to 
the Possum Kingdom law’ which 
gives the Game and Fish Com­ 
mission the regulatory authority 
in all m atters relating to game 
and fish and other wildlife. This 
bill 
contains 
a 
new 
provision 
w’hereby the Commission would 
make a survey of local conditions 
and then hold public meetings to 
determine the needs and desires 
of the local people. I feel that 
the m ajority of the people will 
be 
met 
more 
fairly 
by 
this 
method of changing local laws. I 
feel that it would be more in line 
with the desires of the people and 
consequently they would not be 
subject to w aiting for the Legis­ 
lature to meet in order to make 
the necessary changes in the lo­ 
cal laws regarding game and fish 
and other wildlife.

duction of farm use tractors up 
to 253,404 units. 
In 
contrast 
with 
the 
253,404 meets every Tuesday night at 
wheel and crawler type tractors 
for farm use, excluding garden 
types, produced during the 12 cal­ 
endar months of 1954, the indus­ 
try turned out 414,282 during the 
comparable period in 1953. The 
drop is explained this way: First, 
1959 output was at a rate higher 
than the farm ers’ purchases. Con­ 
sequently, there was an inventory 
build up at dealer level after July, 
1953. This forced a drastic reduc­ 
tion in late *53 and early ’54. Sec­ 
ond, in the second half of '54 just 
about every tractor m anufacturer 
further reduced production to be­ 
gin tooling up for a new model 
output during the last half of 1954.

the Upper West Fork Soil Con­ 
servation District by the board 
of supervisors. This recognition 
is made because of their good 
work in applying soil and water 
conservation measures to their 
land. 
This neighborhood group con­ 
sists of eight farmers: 
V. 
A. 
Newman, Rayless Newman, H. 
T. Coley, Stewart Coley, Earl 
Sheppard. Preston Crum, S. B. 
Easter and O K Bentley. 
The group got started on its 
conservation program in June, 
1950 when they 
met 
at 
the 
home of V. A Newman to learn 
about the technical assistance 
available to them through their 
Soil Conservation District. This 
available 
assistance 
was 
ex­ 
plained 
by 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service technicians assisting the 
district. The group learned that 
this assistance was free with­ 
out obligation if they were in­ 
terested in trying to take care 
of their land. 
Interest was 
keen 
at 
the 
meeting, so during the follow 
ing month, individual conserva­ 
tion plans wee worked out for 
each farm by the owner assist­ 
ed by a Soil Conservation Serv­ 
ice technician. These plans list­ 
ed all the conservation treat­ 
ment needed and planned 
by 
the farmer in order to treat ev­ 
ery acre of land according to 
its needs for protection and im­ 
provement. 
In approximately four years, 
the South Jermyn group 
has 
made a considerable step for­ 
ward In conservation. Some of 
the conservation work done in­ 
cludes the growing of crops such 
as vetch, Madrid Sweetclover, 
cowpeas and winter peas as well 
as terracing, contour farming, 
seeding 
waterways, 
stubble 
mulching, brush control defer­ 
red grazing and 
conservation 
stocking of pastures.
